The subject of gas burners has, for a con­ 
siderable tim e ptet, been prom inent am ong 
the discussions carried on by acientific asso­ 
ciations, and a large num ber of patents have 
been taken c a t for contrivances of this char­ 
acter. 
One of these, recently brought for­ 
ward by an English inventor, appears som e­ 
w hat difl'erent in its construction from any 
other. 
The top of this burner is bell-shaj^ 
ed, and has a broad Sung around it, through 
which holes are bored from beneath in such 
a m anner as to conduct jet* of air diagon­ 
ally into and across the flame, which keep 
up a sufficient supply of warm oxygen, and 
the flame is aaid to be very bright. 
This 
burner also contains a sm all recesa, in which 
is a disk of perforated pasteboard and ano­ 
th er of tlifh cotton cloth, stretched on rings 
and »o arranged as to form a cham ber be­ 
tween them . 
The gas paree* through this 
cham ber to the orifice, and is diffused so as 
to flow steadily to the burner and prevent 
flickering.

Mr. Fillm ore reeogn-zea the difficulty of 
a sectional rule, even if itlw a rfinjority rule, 
when he proclaim ed the following sentim ents 
in th e Presidential cam paign of 1850.
